DEED OF RECORD IN VOLUME 10980, PAGE 753 OF THE REAL PROPERTY
RECORDS OF TRAVIS COUNTY, TEXAS; SAID 1.792 ACRES BEING MORE
PARTICULARLY DESCRIBED BY METES AND BOUNDS AS FOLLOWS:

BEGINNING, at a 1/2 inch iron rod found in the curving westerly
line of North Lamar Boulevard (120' R.O.W.), being the
southeasterly corner of that certain 17.066 acre tract of land
conveyed to Transcontinental Lamar, Inc. by Document No.
2000.010480 of the Official Public Records of Travis County, Texas
and the northeasterly corner of said 4.0175 acre tract, for the
northeasterly corner hereof;
